WASHINGTON, D. O., November 8.—The 
case against Postmaster-General Vilas, who so 
recently violated the President’s civil service 
order, is attracting attention among the politi- 
cians, particularly sinee Mr. Vest has made 


such pointed reference. to it in his argument 
before the President in the Benton case. Good 
and undisputable evidence can be given of Mr. 
Vilas having made a political speech in the 
campaign at his home in Madison. Some of 
his friends say he did n@t speak as a Federal 
oftice-hoider, but simply as a friend 
of his fellow-townsmen for tho pur- 
pose of explaining’ to them the mer- 
its of the Administration. Whatever may 
be the defense, the int of his immunity 
from punishment will be used in the Senate if 
the President does not restore Benton or 
should send in some other name for the place. 
A representative of the PostT-DISPATCH called 
upon Mr. Vilasto ask him about his alleged 
violation of the President’s order. ‘‘It is 
true, said Gen. Vilas, that I did make a 
speech last Monday night at 1 home in Madi- 
son. The report sent out to the press that ! 
had participated in the ¢ontest and assisted in 
the manipulation af t canvass is wholly 
false and without the legt possible semblance 
oftruth. Idid notrea Madison until Sun- 
day night previous to tlie election. On Mon- 
day I spent an hour and a halt of the forenoon 
conversing with friends I happenedto meet 
on the sidewalk and called at tho Democrat 
office for fifteen minutes. It was natural I 
should call upon my old friends. After I had 
indulged in a brief call Ireturned to my resi- 
dence and remained there until evening. I 
was asked to address the people in connection 
with other gentlemen, some of them promi- 
nent and weil-known throughout the State.

Iu the course of my temarks I spoke 
commendatorily and spe 71 2 pes the 
President’s order issued Federal office- 
holders regarding participation in polit- 
ical conventions. I pointed out the evils 
which had grown up during the lifetime of the 
tepublican party. 1 unqualifiediv declared 
my cordial 2 of the President's course 
and policy in respect to the officious dicta- 
tion and intermeddling of officeholders 
in directing nominations and manipulating 
conventions and the declaration received an 
outburst of applause indicative ot the most 
hearty approvai of the wise and judicious 
policy of the President. I was among my 
triends and I looked upon it as a duty to ad- 
dress them when they had {been kind enough 
to extend to me an invitation. There is a wide 
difference between addressing an audience at 
home in asingle speech and abandonint the 
duties of an office for a long period of cam- 
paigning. There must be a distinction allowed 
between officers charged with different duties 
in connection with the service of the Govern- 
ment. There was nothing in the business re- 
quiring any attention but the false reports 
transmitted for partisan ends. 


National Banks and Bond Calls. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., November 5.—Mr, 
Trenholm, Comptroller of the Currency, in an 
interview speaking of the effect on the national 
banking system of the continuous calling of 


the 3 per cent bonds, said: Whenever the 
bonds are called for redemption the interest 
upon them ceases, but the Treasu cannot 
make the bank surrender the bonds and re- 
ceive payment therefor. Many of the banks 
are satisfied to be deprived of the interest of 
the 8 per cent bonds if they can oply con- 
tinue to do business by allow- 
ing them to remain as security 
in the hands of the United States Treasury after 
they have been called. But only interest-bear- 
ing bonds are acceptable as security. The 
National Banking act of 1862, the act establish- 
ing the national banking system, in one clause 
made it necessary that interest-bearing regis- 
tered bonds of the United States should be 
deposited with the Treasurer in order that the 
bank might begin business as a national bank. 
But in a subsequent clause which specified the 
amount of bonds that must be deposited the 
word ‘‘interest-bearing’’ was not repealed, 
and for that reason some of the banks 
contend that, paving complied with 
the first section by depositing interest- 
bearing bonds, they can comply with the sec- 
ond by continuing to do busiuess on the basis 
of bonds which have ceased to be interest- 
bearing by being called forredemption. But 
the Treasury Department has held that the 
law requires all bonds — on deposit to be 
interest-bearing andthe opinion of Attorney- 
General Garland, now simply affirms and con- 
firms the rulings of the Department.“ 

He says that about $7,000,000 of 3-per cent 
bonds are still outstanding and lable to call, 
and that three-fourths of those called within 
the past two or three months have been held 
by the Treasurer of the United States for 
National Banks. 

Being asked what he will do ff national 
banks do not obey the law and surrender the 
bonds for redemption when called Mr. Tren- 
holm said: ‘‘I] shall ask the Attorney-General 
what I must do. You knowa failure to com- 
ply renders a national bank liable to forfeit its 
charter at any time, so that if a bank fails to 
keep on depositthe kind of bonds required 
by law it may be roceeded against in the 
courts for the forfeiture of its charter, but so 
violent a remedy would be resorted to only in 
an unavoidable public duty.

THE MANHATTAN DISASTER. 


The Revenue Cutter, Reported Lost, Turns 
Up Safe and Sound. 


NEw Tonk. November 8.—At the Barge 
Office last night the inspectors on duty had 
heard of the sinking of the Manhattan and 
were discussing the disaster when a reporter 
interrupted them with inquiries about the boat 
and her crew. From them it was learned that 
the cutter was about nine years old and was an 
iron boat of about two hundred tons burthen. 
Her entire complement, including officers and 


men, consisted of eighteen persons. She 
was commanded by First Lieut. D. 
F. Tozier, an officer long in the 


revenue service. The chief engineer was Jas. 
Ogden,and the pilot was a man named Jackson. 
There were also an assistant engineer, a Sec- 
ond Lieutenant, a second officer and the boat- 
swain, John Lawson. The other names the 
inspectors did not know. The Manhattan was 
laid up at Baltimore last winter and was thor- 
oughly repaired. She waited there until 
spring, when she was put into commission 
and has been cruising between White Stone 
and New London ever since. 

The men on board the revenue cutter ly- 
ing at the barge office pier knew the Mannhat- 
tan well and were mourning the loss ot their 
comrades in the service when the reporter 
found them. They referred to her as an iron 
pot, and said that she would sink like a stone 
if she happened to have a hole knocked in her 
side below the waterline. The boat was em- 
ployed to cruise about the Sound, together 
Wien making her regular trips between the 
towns mentioned to watch for incoming 
steamers.

Delegate Barry’s Statement.

THE GREAT STRIKE INAUGURATED.

To-day 
marks the commencement of the greatest 
strike ever inaugurated in Packingtown. At 
7:30 o’cluck this morning there were nearly 
12,000 less men at work than at the same time 
a week ago and the men that did report for 
duty were almost without exception those 
that have been imported by the beef packers 
to take the places of the 3,000 men who struck 
last week. So far the status of the strike is 
somewhat indefinite, the only thing absolute- 
ly certain being that the men who were or- 
dered out on Saturday unanimously obeyed 
the order and left their work just in the con- 
dition in which it was when the committee 
appeared among them and read to them the 
instructions of the committee of Butchers’ 
Assembly, Knights of Lavor. At that time 
some of the men, notably those in Armour & 
Co. 's house, seemed to doubt the authenticity 
of the instructions, and seemed to be disposed 
to refuse to obey it, but the appearance of 
several well-known committeemen allayed all 
doubts on the subject and left the doubters no 
alternative but to obey or renounce their al- 
legiance to the knights of Labor. 

DON’T LIKE TO GO OUT. 
Some of the men seemed to be dissatisfied 
at being called out and some openly ex- 
pressed their sentiments on the subject but 
the great majority accepted the situation and 
went home withouta murmur.

A SLICK SWINDLER. 


The Crooked Exploits of Consul Belford, 
Brother of the Congressman. 
Br Telegraph to the Post-DIsPaTcu. 

New Tonk, November 8.—In May, 18%, 
President Arthur appointed 8. E. Belford, a 
brother of Congressman J. B. Belford of Col- 
orado, United States Consul at Levuka, in the 
Colony of Fiji. The post is of littie importance 
and the salary is only $1,000a year. Dr. J. W. 
Brower had faithfuliy discharged the duties of 

e position for seventeen years, and there 
was no good reason for the change. Mr. 
Arthur was a candidate for renomination at 
the hands of the publican party, and Con- 


gressman be was supposed to 
control the votes ol the Colorado 
delegation, hence tne appointment of 
his brother. Consul Belford’s record at 


Levuka — to bea most unsavory one. 
He is accused of baving ied a dissipated life, 
duplicated his pay accounts, forged a draft tor 
on hie father, whoisa clerk in the Pension 
ce at Washington, and fied from the post to 
escape arrest. Belford arrived at Levuka in 
September, 1884. His principal victim in his 
transactions was his predecessor Dr. Brower. 
Dr. Brower invited Belford to his house, intro- 
duced him to prominent people of the piace, 
and assisted him in various ways. Dr. Brower, 
who was in New York, said yesterday that he 
did not care to air his ‘grievances in the mat- 
ter, but he thought it was due the public to 
have the facts made known. 
About January 1, 1885, he continued, 
‘*‘Belford approached the manager of the 
Levuka branch of the Bank of Australia and 
exhibited what appeared to bea letter from 
his father. This letter was afterwards proved 
to be a forgery. It authorized Belford to draw 
on his father tor $500. Beitord represented*his 
father as holding an important judicial posi- 
tion and ge wealthy. The bank consented 
to casb the draft, provided I indorsed it as u 
mere formality. This l was foolish enough to 
do. The draft was presented in Washington 
in March, and returned protested. Previous 
to the notice of non-payment of the draft 
being received at Levuka, Belford had 
drawn on the Secretary of the Treasury in 
Washington for the sum of $245.45 on account 
of salary from April to June 30, 185, and on 
the Secretary of State tor $13.13 on account of 
miscellaneous expenses. Icashed both these 
Jrafte at their face value, but they were re- 
turned with the notice that Belford’s account 
had been overdrawn, and othing wus due 
him from the Government, Belford explained 
the return of the draft on his father by saying 
that there must be some mistake, his father 
Was probably out of town, and the draft was 
sent back again. Before we could hear from 
it Belford bad — 1 — the country, leaving a

Paid, with the information tuat Mr. Beitord's 
accounts have been largely overdrawn and 
under no circumstances can these drafts be 
Paid by this Government. Mr. Betford’s 
present address is not known here.

A TALE OF THE DEEP. 


Wreck of the Schooner Azulda and Laura 
in a Hurricane. 


New YORK, November 8.—A New Orleans 
special to the Herald says among the passen- 
gers on the steamer Wanderer, from Puerto 
Cortez, Honduras, was Francis Brown, a ship- 
wrecked seaman, who had been forwarded to 
Mobile, via this city, by the resident Ameri- 
can Consul at Puerto Cortez. This man and a 
boy passenger, who remained at Puerto Cor- 


tez, are the only two known survivors of his 
vessel, which was wrecked in the late hurri- 
cane. Brown stated that he shipped on 
the schooner Azulda and Laura about i100 
tons, for New York, at Mobile. The schooner 
sailed for Ruatan, October 6, with a full 
eargo. Nothing noteworthy occurred until 
the morning of October 9, when the weather 
became threatening aud the wird freshened 
into a strong gale, which by 9 o'clock bad in- 
creased to a violent hurricane, with moun- 
tainous seas running and flooding the vessel 
fore and aft. The gailey was swept off, with 
everything on deck. The ves lost ail her 
sails, which were blown into ribbons. During 
the same night the vessel was thrown on her 
beam-ends and the mainmast went overboard,

The Browns’ Medals. 


The gold medals presented to the Browns by 
the citizens of St. Louis are elegant affairs. 
They consist ofa background of a diamond. 
The top piece, a crown, is set with nine dia- 


monds, surmounted with a hand in white gold 
holding a ball of the same metal. Suspended 
from this is a medalion head representing the 
cout of arms ofthe city. On the medal proper 
is a golden hemisphere on which are the words 
‘*The World.“ ‘he hemisphere is supported 
by two female figures in white gold, and be- 
neath are raised bats crossed, and entwined 
by a wreath of green goid. The enameling on 
the medal consiste of the words, ‘‘St. Louis 
Browns, Champions of the World.’’ On the 
smooth back an inscription is engraved, read- 
ing: ‘‘Presented to by the Citizens of 
St. Louis. Each member of the club will 
receive one of these testimonials.

The Baroness, who was & 
daughter of Emilie de Beauharnais, niece of 
the Empress Josephine, was at that time 12 
years of age. The father, who 80 narrowly 
escaped death, was Prefect of the Aude in 1832, 
and was drowned while fording the River 
Allier in 1836. 
L’ EVASION DE LA CONCIERGERIE. 

Horace Vernet, in his picture ot L' Evasion 
de la Conciergerie,’’ has immortalized the 
scene in which the late Baroness played 80 
conspicuous a part. On the 20th of November, 
1815, Count de Lavalette was condemned to 
death by the jury of the Seine, and was to be 
executed on the following day. His wife, ac- 
companied by her little daughter, the late 
Baroness, and a faithful old femme 
de chambre, came to the Concier- 
gerie at 8:30 p. m. and asked permission 


of the jailerto dine in the prison with her 
husband before his execution. The jailer as- 
sented, when the child begged to spend a last 
hour with her father. At 7 o’clock the child 
and the old femme de chambre appeared at 
the prison gate and asked the jailer to let them 
pass. Leaning on the arm of each was Mme. 
de Lavalette, her face hidden by her hand- 
kerchief. The child, who was crying bitterly, 
kept the attention of the jailer diverted from 
her mother. All the employes were present 
and saw the two women and the child leave. 
Their ‘‘identity’’ was established and written 
in the jail register. A few minutes later the 
concierge entered the cell of Count de Lava- 
lette and found there the condemned man’s 
wife dressed in her husband’s clothes. 

Ah madame, he exclaimed, I am lost. 
Madame badgered him for a time to gain time 
while her daughter was leading her busband 
to safety. The concierge on realizing his po- 
sition spread the news and n a few moments 
the gendarmes were in full chase. But the 
Count escaped towards the Belgian frontier. 
After many hair-breadth escapes he reached 
the Belgian territory nextday. His safe ar- 
aival in Belgium, he always said, was due to 
the presence of mind of his little 12 year-old 
daughter, the late Baroness. When King 
Louis XVII., newly restored to the throne and 
filled with hate towarus the Bonapartists, 
heard of the Count's escape, be remarked to 
the Duc de Decazes, ‘‘Mme. de Lavalette and 
her little daughter have only done their duty, 
but the Chamber of Deputies will say it was 
me who didit.“ 

Mme. de Lavalette, her daughter and the 
femme de chambre were brought to trial, and 
were defended by the then famous lawyer, M. 
Dupin. A curious feature ofthe trial was that 
the three were acquittec by the same jury that 
had condemned Count de valette to death. 

BONAPARTE SOUVENIRS. 

The late Baroness kept Horace Vernet’s 
picture of the ‘‘Escape’’ in a conspicuous 

art of ber salon, No. 59 Ru La Roche- 
oucald, for many ears. 99 
was a splendid picture 0 the 
Empress Josephine and ber two children 
Prince Eugene and Queen Hortense, mother of 
Napoleon III. Among the other ornaments of 
the salon were a white marble bustof Napo- 
I. by Canova, the field-glass which Napoleon 
used at the battle of Austerlitz when direct- 
ing his mene, the sabre of the Meurad Bey, 
presented by the then Gen. Bonaparte to his 
aide-ce-camp,@Oount de Lavalette, on the 
evening of the dayof the battle of the Pyr- 
amids. 

Mme. de Lavalette, mother of the late 
Baroness, died in 1855,in the same mansion 
where her daughter died the other day. The 
episode of her husband’s escape haunted her 
ail her life and a few- moments befere her 
death she rose from her pillow and addressing 
her daughter shrieked Quick, quick, I can 
not retain the jailer much longer.’’ The 
Baroness de Foyet, though always painfully 
mindful of the episode, could not be induced 
to talk about it. When Napoleon III., came 
to the throne, he did not forget 

cousins, the Lavalettes, but 
Mme. de Lavalette would receive 
no favors from him, and would have nothing 
todo with him. When she died Napoleon III. 
sent his aide-de-camp, in full uniform, to 
represent him at the funeral, for whichethe 
late Baroness de Foyet simply returned a 
formal nete of thanks. The Baroness held a 
conspicuous place among the aristocracy of 
Paris, but was always noted for her aversion 
to luxurious display. She was much noted for 
her wit, amiability and charity, and her 
knowledge of politics brought many politicians 
of all parties to her salon on reception days.

HARVARD CLUB 


CELEBRATION BY Sr. LOUIS STUDENTS OF 
THE 250TH ANNIVERSARY. 


An Evening Pleasantly Spent Giving College 
Toasts and Songs—An Able Historical Re- 
view of Harvard University by Prof. Syl- 
vester Waterhouse. 


The Harvard Club of this city met last Sat- 
urday evening at the University Club to cele- 
brate the 250th anniversity of the opening of 
Harvard University. Chester H. Krum, the 
first Vice-President, presided at the prelim- 
mary meeting aud at the banquet. Among 
those present were, Rev. J. C. Learned, Prof. 
8. Waterhouse, Pfof. I. K. Hosmer, Prof. N. 
8. Snow, Prof. O. N. Woodward, John C. Or- 
rick, Dr. John Green, Prof. Wm. Trelease, 
Albert Blair, Horton Pope, W. B. Douglas, 
Charles Taussig, Eben Richards, Jr., C. C. 
Zlegler and H. C. Ward. The evening was 
spent giving college songs and toasts. Prof. 
Waterhouse delivered the following response 
which in point of interest was the best speech 
ofthe evening: 


ADDRESS OF PROF. WATERHOUSE. 

Mn. PRESIDENT AND MEMBERS OF THE ST. 
LOUIS HARVARD CLUB—As in colonial times, 
the children who on Thanksgiving Day were 
unable to join the family group around the 
parental oard were wont to meet in 
their own homes to express their 
feelings of pious and filial devotion, 
60 we, sons who are reluctantly absent from 
the celebration which commemorates the 250th 
birthday of Harvard University, gather here 
to-nightto utter the sentiments of love and 
gratitude which we cherish for our revered 
Alma Mater. 

The historic character of the reunion at 
Cambridge justifies a glance at the early an- 
nals of Harvard University. The familiar 
facts are always instructive and encouraging. 

In 1628 a small English colony landed on the 
bleak coast of New Enyland. The new settlers 
occupied a narrow tract between the Merri- 
mack and Charles iRivers. In a few years fresh 
accessions increased the — tee of the 
colony tothe number of 5,000. Eight or ten 
hamlete—destined in future times to become 
prosperous cities—sprang up. But the set- 
tlements were sparse and isolated. Difficulty 
of communication was equivalent to distance, 
and neighboring villages were virtually re- 
mote through lack of facilities for intercourse. 
There were no hfghways between the settie- 
ments and no bridges over the larger streams. 
The construction of public works required an 
outlay too great forthe limited resources of 
the colony. Besides, there were more urgent 
needs. Toreciaim the wilderness, to extort 
from reluctant soil the means of subsistence, 
and to provide defenses against the threatened 
attacks of ndians were the su- 

reme necessities of the hour. Too 
ndigent for large expenditures, too 
isolated for easy concert of action, 
too insecure for the undisturbed pursuit of 
industry, the public spiritea settlers under- 
took an enterprise which they deemed of vital 
importance to the prosperity of the colony. 
On the 8th of September, 1636, within eight 
years of. the date of the landing at Salem, the 
General Court voted a grant of $2,000 for the 
establishment of a college at Newtown. This 
seif-levied assessment doubled the taxes of 
the colony, and imposed a burden which the 
impoverished settiers must have found it dif- 
ficult to bear. It has been stated that history 
records no earlier instance of voluntary taxa- 
tion for the foundation of an institution of 
learning. 

But the prior honor must be accorded to 
Virginia. Nearly twenty years before the Mas- 
sachbusetts grant the settlers of Virginia voted 
an appropriation forthe endowment of a col- 
lege. Friends of learning in England made 
liberal contributions, and the Rev. Thomas 
„ N gave his library. But Indian wars 
in which many of the supporters of the pro- 
ject perished—diverted tue funds to other uses 
and defeated. the undertaking. At first it 
seemed probabie that the failure of 
the Massachusetts enterprise would 
complete the extraordinary coincidence. 
For, though other funds Kere subse- 
quently granted, the N appropriation 
was never paid, and had it not been for the 
timely legacy of Jebn Harvard, it is likely that 
the want ot mone would have deferred the 
erection ofa college to a later day. But his 
gift gave afresh impulse to the languishing 
movement. The work was at once begun. 
About an acre of und in Newtown was se- 
cured, afew apple trees were planted and a 
small frame house was built. In this little 
structure the infant university 
Nathan m was the 
of the hnwble school. He was assisted 
by two ushers. In accuracy of scholarship 


e school was prob - 
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sums for its maintenance, the sums were 
small and _ irregularly Darin 
the first eighteen 
receipts in money 
7,000 and the annual income in cash was 5133. 
n consequence of the scarcity of money, con- 
tributions of food and goods afforded the chief 
means of support. Everything that the soil 
telded or the shop contained was received. 
aturally the large donations were more wel- 
come, but even the smallest gifts were never 
rejected. A chicken, a tea-spoon, a salt- 
cellar, a fruit-dish, a bunch of parsnips, a 
pound of butter, a cake of soap, a yardof 
cloth, a pair of shoes, a peck of corn, — 
ter of lamb were presents not too insignificant 
for thankful acceptance. The _ salaries 
of the early Presidents were largely 
paid in products of the fleld. An assignment 
of local rates recompensed the labors of Pres- 
ident Dunster, and the personal collection of 
the taxes subjected him to great annoyance 
and self-denial. The difficulty of exchanging 
for other commodities the corn which he re- 
ceived in partial compensation for his services 
was one of the serious embarrassments of 
President Chauncy. The prosperity of Har- 
vard was achieved by toll, privation and self- 
sacrifice. 

But the early tribulations of the college were 
not wholly confined to its officers. It isa sin- 
gular fact, illustrative of the austere spirit of 
the age. that corporal punishment, often pub- 
licly inflicted, was not excluded fromthe dis- 
cipline of Harvard till 1755—one hundred and 
nineteen years after the foundation of the col- 


lege. 

Though the school was certainly called a 
college as early as the administration of Presi- 
dent Dunster, the frst professorship was not 
founded till 1721, and a P 
was not organized till 1725. 
first classes were small. Prior to 
the number of graduates was — twenty. In 
the first half-century of Harvard, there were 
five years in which there were no graduates, 
and the average membership of the classes 
during this period was less than seven. 

From its early struggies and hardships Har- 
vard advaaced step by stepto its present 
greatness. Itisnow the foremost university 
in the land. Its corps of instructors com- 
prises over 180 teachers, and the number of 
students is more than 1,600. Eleven depart- 
ments evince the broad range of its studies. 
Learned faculties give instruction in almost 
eve branch of liberal and scientific 
inquiry. The alcoves of its various li- 
braries contain more than 300,000 volumes. 
The masterpieces of every literature are 
stored in these treasuries of human thought. 
The group of buildings at Cambridge begins 
to remind one of the splendid edifices of its 
English namesake. Of the later structures, 
even those which lay no clam to architectu- 
ral beauty possess the high merit of admira- 
ble adaptation to the uses for which they 
were designed, while others, as Appleton 
Chapel and Memorial Hall, are alike distin- 
guished for fine proportions and tasteful 
embellishment. An observatory and gymna- 
siuin, which rank among the best in 
the world; museums of natural history and 
antiquities, which are in many important 
respects unequaled by any European collec- 
tion; thoroughly equipped laboratories for 
experimental work in chemistry and physics, 
and vast cabinets of philosophical apparatus 
for the illustration of natural science present 
to the students of Harvard an array of attrac- 
tions and facilities which no other American 
institution can offer. The annual income of 
Harvard is new more than $250,000, and its 
total endowments, which are rapidly increas- 
ing by fresh contributions, amount to about 
$5,000,000. The public spirit which has always 
been so fowsrote 4 does not intend 
that the University should ever lose its pre- 
eminence from the want of munificent patron- 


e. 
Albis glimpse at the early insignance and the 
present prosperity of arvard reveals the 
striking contrast between an elementa 
schoolanda great university, and teaches by 
an impressive example the possible usefuiness 
of individual benevolence. John Harvard was 
a —— clergyman who lived only a 
twelvemonth in the Massachusetts colony. He 
dwelt in such modest seclusion that 
the most careful research has failed 
to discover the incidents of his life. But his 
acts prove that he was a man of far-sighted 
sagacity and Christian public spirit. He be. 
queathed his library of 300 volumes and one 
half of his estate to the proposed coliege at 
Newtown. By the most liberal interpreta. 
tion of doubtful language the legacy 
amounted to only about 

but the seasonable gift led to the 
immediate establishment of the institution 
which bears his name. The effects of his 
beneficence will be feltin distant ages, and 
through all time the friends of American 
culture will bless the benefactor whose intelli. 
gent munificence bas se greatly promoted the 
nterests of learning. 

But not all the glory of this undertaking is 
due to Harvard; high henor must also be 
ascribed to other patrons of letters. Harvard 
did not come to Massachusetts till after the 
first steps for the establishment of a 
college had been taken, and while it 
is probable that, without „ the 
success of the movement would have 
been retarded 
would huve 
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refinements of European civilization and 
their heroic endurance of privations in 
the rude solitudes of the New 
World attest the strength and nee 
of their devotion toduty. It is not at ail 
likely that men so loyal to their convictions, 
s0 persistent in purpose, and so deeply 
sensible of the importance of education would 
have long deferred the establishment of an 
institution which they deemed essential to the 
maintenance of the principles they had 
crossed the ocean to uphold. To Harvard 
aa belongs the distinction of founder, 
ut other benefactors in Massachusetts 
and in England reared on the foundations 
which Harvard laid the fair superstructure 
which to-day commands our admiration. 

The tribute of our reverence is due to the 
builders, for the edifice they erected. Of 
American Universities, Harvard 
first in time and foremost 
rank. Its influence has been 
in every sphere of American thought and ac- 
tiog. In the achievement of Colonial inde- 
pendence, in the maintenance ;,of national 
unity, in every noble movement forthe ad- 
vancement of American civilization, 
in the promotion of sound scholarship 
and all the varied interests of higher 
learning, in the ministries of the 
pulpit, in the halls of Congress, in the activi- 
ties of commerce and the industrial arts, the 
minds which Harvard has disciplined have 
been powerful factors. Alike in the world of 
mind and of matter, the energies of cuitivated 
genius are the most creative forces 
known to mankind. In uplifting 
the race to higher planes of thought, 
in framing politics for the guidance of com- 
monwealths, in supervising the processes of 
productive industry, the spiritual and 
economical value of educated intellect is incal- 
culable. A revublicis beset with dangers. A 
democratic ship of State will surely strand un- 
less its officers and crew are trained to an in- 
telligent discharge of their duties. 

For its services in educating the intelligence 
which has done so much develop the ma- 
terial interests of the coun and to preserve 
social order and national security arvard 
University deserves the gratitude of the 
American people. : 

The philosophy of education is nowa pro- 
found study. Its problems are engaging the 
attention of the best minds in every civilized 
land. Our solicitude for the highest welfare 
of our Alma Mater leads us to desire that Har- 
vard—following the best system of education, 
and remaining adistinctively American insti- 
tution—will never introduce from foreign uni- 
versities features unsuited to the needs of 
American life, nor discourage studies that 
bave stood the test and received the sanction 
of past ages.
